A POINT ON INSURANCE. 


Goods Saved clb Not Offset 
the 


Liability on Policy. 


Unring the lire a tow mornings ago an 


.ncident occurred which illustrates the 
view held by n great -number of people 
with regard to the payment of insurance 
policies upon goods that have been 
partly destroyed by lire. 


An owner was at loss whether to iu- 


torferc with his property in a burning 
building for fear that it would annul his 
insurance jwlicy, or at least a portion of 
the liability of the company thereunder. 


If u stock of goods is insured for a cer- 


tain amount not exceeding its value,' 
and an amount of the goods burn equal 
to the amount of* the insurance, then 
the insurance must be paid no matter 
what part of the goods have been saved. 


It is only necessary for the insured to 


prove Ihat'he has sustained a loss equal 
to the face of his policy. Contrary to 
the opinion sometimes heard he may, 
gave auv amount of b/is stock without 
prejudice to the insurance on that which 
is burned. 
In consequence of tlie distrust with 


which insurance companies are gener- 
ally regarded, men frequently resist all 
efforts to-save their goods during a lire 
even when the policy does not cover 
any considerable part of the value, pre- 
ferring to sustain the loss rather than, 


they erroneously believe, give.the 
npunies a chance to beat them out of 


the in sura mv. 


Such disputes generally occur in cases 


of over insurance. If tho- conditions of 
the policies were more carefully exam- 
ined probably then- would lie IC:<H mis- 
understanding on the subject.
